KEVIN Keegan could be set for a return 
to St Mary’s this season - as part of a 
management team at Championship 
rivals Leicester City. 

Reports in some of today’s national 
newspapers have suggested that the for¬ 
mer Saints player is a serious contender 
to take over at the King Power Stadium. 

The Foxes board are apparently keen 
for Keegan, below, to be put in joint 
charge alongside Lee Clark, the current 
manager of Huddersfield, replacing Sven 
Goran Eriksson at the helm. 

The club parted company with the for¬ 
mer England boss earlier this week, after 
a stuttering start to the season, which 
followed an outlay of about £10m on 
players in the summer. 

Clark has already stated this week that 
he will not apply for another job, but it is 



being reported that Leicester plan to ask 
for permission to speak to him. 

The 39-year-old has played under 
Keegan, when he was a midfielder for 
Newcastle United. 

Clark has gained a decent reputation 
as a boss in his three years at 
Huddersfield - guiding them to a current 
unbeaten league streak of 39 games. 

Keegan, who was signed for 
Southampton in 1980 when he was 
European Footballer of the Year by 
Lawrie McMenemy, started his manager¬ 
ial career at Newcastle in 1992. 

He nearly won the Premier League title 
with them in the 1995/96 campaign, 
famously losing a large lead to 
Manchester United. 

A spell in charge of Fulham followed, 
before Keegan was given the opportunity 
to take over as manager of England. 

He led them to the Euro 2000 finals, but 
departed after a 1-0 Wembley defeat to 
Germany in the first game of the World 
Cup 2002 qualifying campaign. 

Spells at Manchester City and a short¬ 
lived return to Newcastle followed, 
although Keegan has been out of the 
management game since 2008. 

Leicester are due to play at St Mary’s 
on January 23.

NIGEL Adkins will ensure Saints take time and care over the development 
of James Ward-Prowse. 

The 16-year-old showed great promise as he made his first Saints start in 
the 2-0 Carling Cup defeat at Crystal Palace, writes ADAM LEITCH. 

With any Saints youngster these days there is inevitable comparisons to 
Theo Walcott, Gareth Bale and Alex Chamberlain, in terms of progress if 
not style, and Ward-Prowse will be no different. 

However, unlike that trio, Ward-Prowse is unlikely to find himself quickly 
becoming established as a first-team regular. 

Though his ability to keep possession and a good energy was obvious at 
Selhurst Park, he is unfortunate to find himself competing for a place with 
established stars for a central midfield role, arguably the position where 
Saints contain their greatest strength in depth. 

To get past Dean Hammond, Morgan Schneiderlin, Jack Cork and 
Richard Chaplow would be a big ask for any player let alone one just start¬ 
ing out. 

Adkins, pictured below, will ensure there is a route to the first team for 
Ward-Prowse if and when the time is right but for now it is likely to be a 
case of taking all the positives from his performance and getting 
back to work on the training ground. 

Adkins said: “It’s all about his development. ^^B

“He is a first year apprentice and one we are

JAMES Ward-Prowse is the 
complete midfielder and 
could be a lynchpin of the 
Saints midfield for many 
years to come. 

That is the verdict of two of the 
coaches who worked with the 
Portsmouth-born teenager on 
either side of Hampshire’s foot¬ 
balling divide. 

Ward-Prowse, main picture, 
made an impressive Saints debut 
in the Carling Cup defeat at 
Crystal Palace last Tuesday, a 
week before his 17th birthday. 

He is the fifth player to make his 
Saints debut as a 16-year-old after 
Theo Walcott, Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain, Gareth Bale and 
Danny Wallace and may well have 
signed his first professional con¬ 
tract by the end of next week. 

Havant & Waterlooville manag¬ 
er Shaun Gale and Steve Moss, 
assistant head of player develop¬ 
ment at Rotherham United’s 
Centre of Excellence, are not sur¬ 
prised by his progress. 

Gale first coached Ward-Prowse 
when he was working for Pompey 
in the Community in the late 
1990s. 

‘Fantastic attitude’ 


“He was only five but he was 
always a talent,” recalled Gale. 
He’s a lovely kid from a great fam¬ 
ily and he didn’t just have talent, 
he also had a fantastic attitude 
and he deserves everything he’s 
getting. 

“It’s a fantastic opportunity for 
him, he’s knuckled down and 
deserves his chance. I’ve followed 
his career with interest and am 
not surprised one little bit at how 
well he’s done.” 

Despite being a Fratton Park 
season-ticket holder, Ward- 
Prowse chose Saints ahead of 
Pompey when the time came to 
choose between the two at the age 
of just eight. 

He continued to watch Pompey 
when he could with his dad John, 
a Portsmouth-based barrister,

He added: “We 
have a lot of com¬ 
petition in the mid¬ 
dle of the park. 

“We have Dean 
Hammond, Corky, 
myself, Richard Chaplow, 
so it’s good. 

“I train hard every week 
and I try to get more time 
on the pitch. 

“The gaffer makes some 
rotation the last three 
games and it’s good, 
because you have some 
fresh players in the team 
and you have to perform 
very well when you get the 
chance.”

and older brother Ben. 

His dad also used to watch 
Havant & Waterlooville and two 
years ago Gale gave Ward-Prowse 
the chance to train with his first 
team. 

“He fitted in very well and when 


I told the lads he was only 14 they 
couldn’t believe it. That made 
made them realise how good he 
really is. 

“I’d love to have him on loan 
now he’s grown into a man! He’s 
got two good feet, he can run with 




the ball, he can take peo¬ 
ple on, he can shoot and 
score goals, he’s a good , 
size and can tackle. 

“But passing is a big 
part of his game and I can 
see him developing

into a top-class holding midfield¬ 
er.

Gale last saw Ward-Prowse 
when Saints visited Westleigh 
Park for a pre-season friendly last 
July. 

He worked with several coaches 
after joining the Saints academy, 
including Moss, pictured below, 
who joined Rotherham in the 
summer. 

“I could see the potential from a 
very early age,” Moss said. “He 
can do whatever you ask him to 
do, he’s scored some special goals 
for the under-21s and is the com¬ 
plete package. 

“He won’t be fazed at all, if any¬ 
thing he’ll probably just be 
annoyed he wasn’t the youngest 
to play for the club! 

“Knowing his mentality he will 
want to get into the first team on a 
regular basis now.” 

Natural leader 

As well as being supremely tal¬ 
ented, Ward-Prowse is also a nat¬ 
ural leader. 

“Nigel Adkins has already said 
he shows a maturity beyond his 
years and that’s exactly right,” 
said Moss. 

“We always shared the captain¬ 
cy around but the rest of the team 
always knew who the captain was 
even when he didn’t have the 
armband. 

“We did a lot of rotation, particu¬ 
larly when the Dutch were there. I 
played him as a centre half for one 
season so he could get a feel for 
what they want from their mid¬ 
fielders. 

“He is predominately a midfield 
player but he could play any¬ 
where across midfield or at the 
back. His standards in training 
and in games were always very 
high He always gave 110 per 
cent.” 

Ward-Prowse is not the only big 
talent to come from his age group. 
Others include left-back Luke 
Shaw, who has been linked 
m with Arsenal since making the 
yV bench at Palace on Tuesday 
night 

“Luke Shaw is another one 
from a fantastic group,” 
added Moss.

HE is the oldest surviving Saints 
player and celebrated his 90th 
birthday last month. 

Albert Roles made 188 first-team 
appearances at left-back for Saints 
during Second World War, more than 
any other player, alongside the likes of 
Sir Alf Ramsey, Eric Webber, Don 
Roper, Ted Bates, Eric Day and Bill 
Ellerington, the next oldest surviving 
Saints player at 88. 

Wife Vi, 89, recalled: “The first game 
Albie played was as a 17-year-old and 
he was given five shillings as his 
match fee. 

“And although he only scored one 
goal, it was from inside his own half!” 

Albert’s playing days ended in 1949, 
after he and his wife were hospitalised 
for more than a year with tubercolo- 
sis. 

Having lost a half a lung, he returned 
to football as player-manager of Cowes 
Sports. 

Albert also played cricket for 
Deanery and made one appearance for 
Hampshire, a draw against Sussex at

Albert could become the first Saints 
player to reach 100. 

“According to our research, two ex- 
Saints players have lived until the 
age of 99 with Len Butt 17 days short 
of his 100th birthday when he died in 
December 1993,” revealed Saints his¬ 
torian David Bull, who is working on 
a book chronicling the complete A-Z 
of the club’s players.

In contrast to the majority of ground 
troops who comprise a veritable army 
of insipid, laughably predictable 
sporting pundits, many of whom 
regard TV and radio commentary as 
easy money, Brian Moore stands out 
for a number of reasons. 

He is, as one essay in his latest 
book is at pains to confirm, almost 
fanatically unbiased. 

He’s also well informed, knows his 
stuff (he reckons he scrummed down 
in the front row around 100,000 times 
during his playing career), though 
above all, he’s intelligent. 

Not in a demonstrative, boastful 
way, but as a trained lawyer, he can 
clearly argue his corner as he does 
here to great - and often amusing - 
effect. 

Though once a 
professional rugby 
player, Brian Moore 
is today primarily a 
sports fan who hap¬ 
pens to know a lot 
about rugby. 

You find yourself 
reading his essays 
on a variety of sports 
and the red tape or 
restrictive practices that prevent their 
development and nodding in com¬ 
plete agreement. 

For example: “In ten years’ time,” 
he writes, “Michael Gove could well 
be seen as the man who wrecked 
school sport in the UK”; of last year’s 
Wayne Rooney ‘saga’, he suggests it 
was: “another step down the road to 
football being a game where all man¬ 
agers compromise rather than con¬ 
trol.” 

Of the Felipe Massa / Fernando 
Alonso slowing down / overtaking 
incident, he gets straight to the point: 
“If FI and all those involved...are 
happy for these practices to continue, 
they should at least stop claiming FI 
is a sport like any other.” 

The man is not short on opinion, 
though in one of his book’s longest 
essays, entitled You are the worst, 
most biased commentator in the 
world, he succeeds in showing how 
opinion is mistaken for bias. 

That’s not to say the reader agrees 
with everything he writes, but even 
when his opinion is diametrically 
opposed to one you might hold, he 
argues his case well. 

Moore also provides the reader with 
an insight into the type of abuse (in 
this instance Twitter-based and 
reproduced verbatim) one assumes 
many opinionated pundits must suf¬ 
fer. 

Perhaps this explains why so many 
of them are capable only of waffle and 
cliche.Let’s hope that Moore never 
falls into the co-commentator comfort 
zone and hope too for a continued 
flow of his intelligent sports writing.

The all-rounder’s 113 off 63 balls 
was enough to help the massive 
underdogs to victory, despite 
England’s earlier 327 for eight.

1950 FOOTBALL WORLD CUP 

England were hailed as 
favourites to win the 1950 World 
Cup in Brazil, despite being 
debutants in the tournament. 

That lofty position perhaps went 
to their heads, however, as the 
amateur Americans - ranked as 
500-1 outsiders for the competi¬ 
tion - shocked them in a 1-0 
defeat in Belo Horizonte.

Tyson was the undefeated, 
undisputed heavyweight champi¬ 
on of the world when he took on 
unfancied James ‘Buster’ 

Douglas in Tokyo, Japan. 

Douglas failed to read the 
script, however, climbing off the 
canvas to stun Tyson in the 10th 
round by landing a savage 
uppercut and four-punch volley 
to floor the champion. 

Images of the so-called 
‘Baddest Man on the Planet’ 
scrabbling around the canvas for 
his gumshield famously docu¬ 
ment one of the biggest shocks 
in sporting history. 

SOVIET UNION v USA 
(ICE HOCKEY) 

1980 WINTER OLYMPICS 

In 1980, the Soviet Union were 
far and away the world’s best 
team, dominating the sport of ice 
hockey and boasting a 6-0 win 
over their big sporting and politi¬ 
cal rivals a year earlier. 

They were overwhelming 
favourites to beat the Americans 
again at Lake Placid but were 
undone in their semi-final, losing

THURSDAY’S Echo carried a fas¬ 
cinating glimpse into the shift 
in the balance of power 
between Saints and Pompey as 
it was revealed how James 
Ward-Prowse actively chose 
Saints over the team he sup¬ 
ported as a boy...

The words of his father John 
Ward-Prowse must strike like a 
dagger in every Pompey fan’s heart: 
“He had to make a decision in the 
April before his birthday, but it was 
always going to be Southampton 
because of the fantastic reputation 
of their academy and the quality of 
their coaching.” 

As a fan you can only imagine 
what a decision that must have 
been for James and his family. 
They’ve now abandoned their 
Pompey season tickets and watch 
their son every weekend. 

It’s interesting to see how some 
people can put aside their natural 
sense of rivalry to do what’s best for 
their child, and, at Southampton, 
James had a headstart with one of 
the best academies in Britain. 

The decision marks yet another 
huge turn in the fortunes of the two 
south coast clubs. Southampton 
have emerged phoenix-like from the 
ashes of League One as surprisingly 
the team to beat in the 
Championship. 

It may well be a temporary state 
for us, but it shows a remarkable 
turnaround for the club and at the 
very base of that is the academy. 

Southampton has always had a 
reputation for producing young tal¬ 
ent, but it was actually under the 
stewardship of Rupert Lowe that it 
took the next step up.

and has put

base that any young, talented, foot¬ 
baller would thrive in. 

It’s no wonder young Ward- 
Prowse chose that over training 
with the Pompey academy. 

But, then again, young James 
wanted to play in front of huge 
crowds, so it was no wonder he 
decided to join Saints. 

With the defeat at Crystal Palace 
and the rather shoddy display at 
Reading, the pressure was on to per¬ 
form this afternoon at home to 
Middlesbrough. 

A win would take our tally to an 
astonishing 18 consecutive home 
wins, a figure that quite frankly 
beggars belief, not merely from the 
sheer mathematics of it but the fact 
that the tabloid media seem to have 
completely missed it.

But fans were being asked 
to pay £20 for the privilege of 
watching the game. To be quite 
honest the match was very like a 
reserve team game. 

Fed up with it 

There was a lot of effort, and it 
was good to see some promising 
youngsters perform well, but 
players who are lacking compet¬ 
itive action are not as sharp as 
they otherwise would be. 

How long can supporters keep 
being asked to stump up for 
games like that? Attendances in 
the competition in general this 
season suggest supporters are 
getting fed up with it. 

The competition has a long and 
illustrious heritage but it seems 
to have hit desperate times. 

If previous rounds underlined 
the need for a rethink, this one 
has emphasised it needs to hap¬ 
pen quickly. 


Whitewash can’t 
be brushed aside 

THE path of English cricket never runs 
particularly smooth. 

After a glorious summer has come a 5-0 
one-day crushing in India. 

England have tried to experiment in the 
50-over format, they have handed plenty 
of players a chance but few have proved 
they have what it takes. 

When one of the major pluses is the 
form of Steven Finn - who we already 
knew was an international quality crick¬ 
eter - it goes to show there was not 
much new to shout about. England’s ODI 
form is poor. 

They have really got to grips with Test 
cricket, as the results show, while 
Twenty20 is a bit of a lottery anyway. 

But for 50-over cricket, the one that is 
somewhere in between, they are sorely 
lacking. 

That is particularly true when playing 
on the sub continent where they seem to 
get not only beaten but totally annihilated 
by the world’s other cricketing big boys. 

A serious review of tactics and person¬ 
nel is required. 

Time for Hill to 
learn a lesson 

WHAT a horrible blow it was last week¬ 
end to see Tony Hill lose his British title 
eliminator on a majority points decision 
to Kerry Hope. 

There was no disputing the result, 

Hope was the deserved winner. 

But what is most disappointing is that it 
was avoidable. 

Hill’s only other profes¬ 
sional defeat at the 
hands of Matt Hainy 
saw him simply out¬ 
worked - producing 
all the quality punch¬ 
es, his opponent 
landing with little 
clean work, but los¬ 
ing on work rate. 

That result was a 
setback but, early in 
his career, you could 
chalk it down as a learn¬ 
ing experience. For Hill, pictured, to lose 
against Hope in such a similar manner, 
but over ten rounds, suggested he hadn’t 
learned his lesson. 

It’s not the end for Hill. He is still only 
25 and, in a middleweight division where 
the top boys are off to compete on the 
world stage, another chance should be 
waiting round the corner. 

But to succeed this time Hill needs to 
listen to the wise advice of those closest 
to him and act upon it as well as learning 
lessons himself. 

He has all the talent you could want at 
domestic level but it seemed this loss 
came from the mind rather than the 
body. 

Danger lurks in 
speed sports 

THERE seems to be an element of sur¬ 
prise that there have been a couple of 
recent deaths in the world of motorsport. 

Tragic though they are, and whilst 
lessons of course should be learnt in a 
bid to minimise risks, you are talking 
about people driving at 200mph. 

There are inherent risks in doing that 
which you can’t eliminate, which is one 
of the reasons why the competitors are 
so richly rewarded.

But that label of being unattrac¬ 
tive could hurt the club if some of 
the more outlandish claims of the 
last week come true. 

As I’m sure you heard, some of 
the uber-rich owners want to do 
away with relegation and promo¬ 
tion. 

It’s not something that is going 
to happen anytime soon - if at all 
- but it does underline the way 
clubs outside the elite are seen. 


By pulling up the ladder and the 
snake, the Premier League could 
protect itself while condemning 
everyone else. 

Throw in Liverpool’s demand 
that clubs should be free to nego¬ 
tiate their own TV deals and the 
strong-arm tactics that forced the 
Football League turkeys to vote 
for Christmas in the shape of an 
overhaul of the academy rules, 
these are worrying times for the 
future of football. 

Now, Saints are currently in 


contention for a return to the top 
flight - something we all want to 
one degree or another - but 
should that happen, we have to 
hope the club does not get carried 
away with the hype of ‘The 
Greatest League in the World’ 
(The Guardian wrote a superb 
piece questioning the validity of 
this claim just over a week ago).

standard is going up and up. I was 
jumping around 1.85m when I first 
started and I jumped 2.08m, my per¬ 
sonal best, at the County 
Championships in Portsmouth in May. 

That was the best feeling I’ve had so 
far and now I’m looking to improve to 
2.20m and push to become a profes¬ 
sional athlete. 

It’s only been a year and a half of 
proper training and I’ve only been in 
the gym for a year, so now I’m 
putting in the really heavy work 


through the winter. 

Hopefully I’ll come out a lot stronger 
next March/April and be ready at the 
beginning of May for the BUCS 
Championships, which is the trial for 
the Olympic Stadium and the biggest 
competition for me next year. 

High jumping is one of the best feel¬ 
ings I’ve ever had, the air time and 
looking back and seeing the bar still 
there is the pinnacle. 

I watch every top competition I can 
because it makes me realise they’re 


only human and the former Swedish 
high jumper Stefan Holme interests me 
the most for the way he could defy 
gravity. 

He was one of the greatest jumpers 
ever, only 5ft 10in but could jump 50 
cm over his own head.

Aerobic gymnastics is per¬ 
haps the most dynamic and 
energetic of all the gymnas¬ 
tic disciplines and, although 
it is not that well known 
here, it is very popular in 
many other countries around 
the world. 

Routines, which are set to ‘up¬ 


tempo’ music, must evidence 
speed, power and strength, whilst 
the gymnast continuously moves 
around on a wooden floor interpret¬ 
ing the rhythm, tempo and accents 
of the music utilising dynamic 
jumps and leaps and a variety of 
other moves and technical skills. 

I perform individually and in tan¬ 
dem with a partner who lives in 
Reading and I therefore, have to go 
back and forward to Reading to 
train there. 


This means a three-hour round trip 
five or six times a week and as I 
haven’t yet passed my driving test I 
have to either use the train or rely 
on a lift from my parents. 

Training sessions are for three 
hours, and longer at weekends.

IAN WADLEY 

talks to Charlie 
Sheringham 
about his life 
before Cherries 

IF CHERRIES need a play¬ 
er to handle the heat of a 
League One battle, they 
could have found just 
the man in Charlie 
Sheringham. 

A former broker, the new 
Seward Stadium recruit is 
no stranger to working 
under pressure. 

While earning his living in 
the City, Sheringham, pic¬ 
tured, also found goals a 
useful commodity as he 
embarked upon a prolific 
non-league career. 

And juggling the two pro¬ 
fessions paid dividends for 
the 23-year-old when 
Cherries made their move 
and handed him a contract 
until June 2013. 

Like the global economy, 
Sheringham’s new employ¬ 
ers have endured a down¬ 
turn of their own this sea¬ 
son. 

A huge turnover of players 
in the summer led to what 
has been a difficult and 
transitional period for 
Cherries. 

But with his background 
in the Futures market cou¬ 
pled with a fine footballing 
pedigree, Sheringham is 
hoping his previous experi¬ 
ences will stand him in good 
stead to play a part in a 
recovery. 

“When I left full-time foot¬ 
ball I had to get a real job 
and I had a few links into 
the City,” he explained in an 
interview with the Daily 
Echo. 

“I was working as a broker 
for GFI. It was a really good 
job and I can’t knock them 
at all. They were great and 
knew my dream was foot¬ 
ball and they couldn’t really 
stand in my way once the 
offer came in from 
Bournemouth. 

“It was a hectic and very 
pressurised industry that I 
had to deal with.” 

While Sheringham’s foot¬ 
balling journey might not 
have been a traditional one, 
it mirrors that of many 
Cherries stars past and pre¬ 
sent. 

Having been on the books 
of Ipswich Town, Crystal 
Palace and Charlton 
Athletic, the striker found 
himself dropping into non¬ 
league to cut his teeth. 

And as with the likes of 
current favourite Mark 
Molesley and former play¬ 
ers Marvin Bartley, Liam 
Feeney and Anton 
Robinson, the semi-pro 
school of hard knocks did 
the trick. 

This season, 11 goals in 12 
appearances for Conference 


South Dartford caught the 
eye of the scouts. 

Cherries, who had given 
Sheringham a trial as a 16- 
year-old, subsequently won 
the race for his signature 
ahead of rumoured competi¬ 
tion from Wycombe 
Wanderers. 

“I had done all right for 
Dartford since the turn of 
the year and knew there 
were a few people watching, 
but I just had to keep going 
and wait for someone to 
take a chance,” said 
Sheringham, who is sus¬ 
pended for today’s trip to 
Preston. “Bournemouth did 


and it is great to be here. 

“I was a young pro at 
Crystal Palace and probably 
didn’t play enough games 
when I was younger. 

“I had to step down the 
leagues to learn my trade 
and gain experience and 
play some games, because I 
had not had enough in the 
reserves and youth teams I 
had been in. 

“Non-league definitely 
gave me a lot of experience. 
Playing every week - 40 
games a season for the past 
three years - is what I need¬ 
ed when I left full-time foot¬ 
ball. 


“Hopefully, this proves it 
has served me well and that 
it was the right decision to 
do that. 

“It was good to get in 
there, gain that experience, 
toughen myself up a little 
bit and, hopefully, get 
myself ready for league foot¬ 
ball again. 

“I am confident in my own 
ability and, hopefully, I can 
crack on and perform well 
for Bournemouth.” 

Son of former Tottenham 
Hotspur, Manchester 
United and England star 
Teddy, Sheringham could 
not ask for a better advisor. 


Sheringham senior 

watched his son make his 
Cherries debut at 
Colchester on Tuesday and 
offers tips, but the Cherries 
man is keen to forge his 
own reputation. 

He added: “It is just about 
making a name for myself 
and I think I have done that 
by going down and proving 
myself in the lower leagues 
and getting snapped up by 
Bournemouth. 

“I feel like it is all my own 
work and, hopefully, I can 
continue playing for 
Bournemouth and doing 
things off my own back.”

CHERRIES maintained their 
impressive away record - and 
registered a first win in seven 
league games - to haul them¬ 
selves out of the relegation 
zone. 

A stirring second-half showing 
saw Lee Bradbury’s men come from 
behind to run out convincing win¬ 
ners and make it six matches 
unbeaten on the road, writes NEIL 
PERRETT. 

Juvhel Tsoumonu’s strike for 
North End separated the two teams 
at the interval before Wes Thomas 
bagged his sixth goal in as many 
games to level three minutes into 
the second half. 

Scott Malone, pictured right, fired 
Cherries ahead for the first time 
after 57 minutes with his maiden 
goal for the club before Marc Pugh 
completed the scoring by bagging 
his eighth of the season. 

New loan signing Steve Cook was 
handed his Cherries debut as boss 
Bradbury made two changes follow¬ 
ing the midweek draw at 
Colchester. 

The 20-year-old from Brighton 
partnered Adam Barrett in central 
defence with Stephane Zubar ruled 
out due to a one-match ban. 

Harry Arter replaced Steven 
Gregory, while Charlie Sheringham 
was also suspended after collecting 
five bookings with previous club 
Dartford. 

Cook caught the eye during the 
early stages, the newcomer showing 
some neat touches and looking 
assured as Cherries stifled Preston. 

Lancastrian Marc Pugh almost 
drew first blood for the visitors 
when his thumping first-time effort 
was beaten away by North End goal¬ 


keeper Iain Turner. 

Cherries were rocked midway 
through the first half when Stephen 
Purches was forced off due to 
injury, with Gregory coming off the 
bench as his replacement. 

Darryl Flahavan was called into 
action for the first time after 28 min¬ 
utes, the Cherries goalkeeper acro¬ 
batically pushing Tsoumonu’s head¬ 
er over the crossbar. 

However, Preston opened the scor¬ 
ing from the resultant corner when 
Tsoumonu netted from a tight angle 
after Danny Mayor’s flag kick had 
ricocheted off Scott Malone. 


And only an air shot from Jamie 
Proctor prevented the hosts from 
doubling their lead just seconds 
later, the striker missing his kick 
after bursting into the six-yard box. 

Thomas’s mazy run offered much 
but delivered little, the striker pok¬ 
ing wide from close range after rid¬ 
ing three tackles before taking aim. 

Proctor headed wide after Mayor’s 
probing cross had picked him out at 
the far post before Cook was booked 
for a deliberate handball as the first 
half drew to a close. 

Having reached the break trailing 
to Tsoumonu’s goal, Cherries 


responded by wiping out the deficit 
and claiming the lead within 12 min¬ 
utes of the restart. 

Firstly, the visitors levelled three 
minutes into the second half when 
Thomas latched on to Pugh’s pass 
and rolled the ball into an empty net 
after neatly rounding Turner. 

And Bradbury’s men stunned the 
Deepdale faithful when they forged 
into the lead, Malone registering his 
first league goal for the club after 57 
minutes. 

The Wolves loan man pounced on 
the loose ball after his initial effort 
had been blocked following a dart¬ 
ing run into the 18-yard box. 

Turner got down smartly to 
smother Arter’s free-kick before 
Cherries extended their advantage 
in somewhat comical circum¬ 
stances.

FA Cup fourth qualifying round: AFC Totton 3 Hanworth 2

NON-LEAGUE REPORT 


AFC Totton made history this 
afternoon when they booked 
their place in the FA Cup first 
round proper for the first time 
in their history. 

A crowd of 764 - just ten below 
their record Testwood Stadium 
attendance - saw the Stags see off 
Combined Counties heroes 
Hanworth Villa 3-2 in a pulsating 
fourth qualifying round tie. Stuart 
Ritchie’s Southern Premier high¬ 
flyers now face an exciting wait 
until the draw is made at 1.30pm 
tomorrow. 

In the absence of the suspended 
Mike Gosney and Ryan Scott, the 
Stags started with Jono Davies on 
the left flank and paired Nathan 
Campbell with skipper Carl 
Pettefer in central midfield. 

Totton pressured from the off with 
Davies testing keeper Terry Buss 
with a teasing cross before Tom 
Baddeley produced an even better 
delivery from the left which was 
headed down by Campbell at the far 
post for Michael Charles to send a 
deflected shot wide. 

From Davies’ corner Ian 
Richardson had a header blocked 
inside the six-yard box. 

But two minutes later the ball got 
away from Richardson inside the 
Totton area and fell to Villa danger- 
man Lawrie Shennan. But instead 
of shooting, he squared to Steve 
Loveridge whose finish was way¬ 
ward. 

With both teams making unforced 
errors, the game 
became scrappy and 
erratic and there 
wasn’t a lot to choose 
between the sides. 

It was crying out for 
Totton to put their 
foot on the ball, slow 
the tie down and 
make their superior 
league status tell, but 
they lacked compo¬ 
sure and every way¬ 
ward pass was jeered 
by the three coach 
loads of boisterous 
Hanworth fans 
packed into the 
Salisbury Road side 
of the ground. 

On 23 minutes Davies was 
obstructed on a jinking run at goal, 
earning a free kick 25 yards out. 
Ryan Hill struck it well, but Buss 
comfortably gathered. 

Three minutes later the Hounslow 
visitors went within inches of scor¬ 
ing when Shennan skipped away 
from a couple of challenges and 
almost squeezed the ball inside 
Grant Porter’s left-hand post. 

A hopelessly high blast from 
Totton’s Jamie Whisken brought 
more jeers from the crowing 
Hanworth fans. 

But Davies threatened to wipe the 
smirk off their faces when he cut in 
dangerously, this time from the 
right, but there was no power in his 
curling shot. 

The Villains’ No 9 Shennan looked 
the likeliest player on the pitch to 
score and was desperately close to 
getting a glancing header to 
Loveridge’s dangerous cross from 
the right.

Salisbury City fans will be glued to the 
television tomorrow afternoon to find out 
who they have drawn in the first round 
proper of the FA Cup following victory at 
Blue Square North Bishop’s Stortford. 

It would have been a deserved clean 
sheet for the Whites but for a superb free 
kick strike in time added on from Scott 
Shulton. 

The first half was dominated by the vis¬ 
itors in the early stages, with Adam Kelly 
having a shot on the turn saved by home

The second half saw Salisbury contain 
their hosts, Kelly going close again on 50 
minutes, but their best second-half 
chance came on 57 minutes when Ben 
Adelsbury stabbed the ball wide from 
close in after a good combination by 
Kelly and Brian Dutton. 

Salisbury easily contained everything 
that the home side threw at them and 
the SHULTON thunderbolt free kick left 
no-one in any doubt that the Whites 
would go into Sunday’s draw. 


As the end-to-end action contin¬ 
ued, Hanworth’s Lee Higgs made a 
vital interception as Aidan Lewis 
sought out Davies with a slide-rule 
pass. 

But the visitors were by no means 
out-classed and forced Porter into a 
scrambled near-post save after 
Shennan had set up Levi King. 

Hill had an even better free kick 
opportunity for Totton following a 
trip on the live-wire Davies on the 
edge of the box, but he thumped it 
straight into the defensive wall. 

Shaun Preddie then sent a 30-yard 
screamer just wide for Villa before 
Totton finally showed their class 
with an outstanding goal by 
DAVIES in the 42nd minute. 

The tricky winger slipped 
between two defenders on the right 
of the area and then wriggled past 
another as if he wasn’t there before 
slamming a right-foot shot past 
Buss. 

Totton’s fans were ecstatic but 
had the wind taken out of their sails 


just two minutes later when 
Hanworth pressed down the right 
and Shennan set up KING to beat 
Porter with a low, drilled shot. 

But in a remarkable end to the 
half, the Stags reclaimed the lead 
seconds into added time when the 
outstanding Davies crossed from 
the left for CAMPBELL to slot 
home.

After a quiet start to the second 
half, Totton brought on Stefan 
Brown for Lewis with 55 minutes 
gone. The Stags were much more 
composed after the break and had 
Nathaniel Sherborne found a finish 
to match they might have extended 
their lead on the hour but having 
touched inside and got past his 
man, he sliced his shot well wide. 

But Hanworth - and Shennan 
inparticular - were always a threat 
and the home side badly needed a 
third goal to relieve the pressure. 


Slowly but surely the 
Stags began to wind up 
the pressure and Davies 
almost gave them 
breathing space when he 
showed a burst of pace 
to latch onto Charles’s 
pass down the right and 
for keeper Buss to turn 
his shot away for a cor¬ 
ner.

WITH ten goals scored in 11 
Sydenhams appearances, 
Totton & Eling’s teenage striker 
Craig Feeney is definitely ‘one 
to watch’. 

Millers boss Kev Dawtry is con¬ 
vinced the youngster will play higher 
one day, but he wants him to com¬ 
plete his Wessex League education 
before making the step up. 

“He is playing and learning and 
Craig himself would say that he 
needs another year with us or at 
least until the end of the season,” 
said ex-Saint Dawtry, pictured 
right. 

A summer capture from 
Sydenhams Premier rivals Fawley 
AFC, Feeney ticks all the right 
boxes for a young forward, accord¬ 
ing to his manager. 

“Craig’s very, very quick and his 
movement off the ball is very good 
for such a young lad,” said Dawtry. 

“He’s not the biggest, but he’s 
strong and decent in the air and his 


first touch is very good. When he 
was at Fawley there was a tendency 
for him to make runs out wide, but 
we’ve told him he doesn’t need to do 
that. 

“We’ve got wingers in the team 
and one thing we’ve worked on is 
telling Craig to get into the box as 
soon as they’ve got the ball. 

“He’s always been capa¬ 
ble of getting goals from 
outside the area, but 
now he’s getting them 
from inside the box 
too and that’s made a 
difference.” 

Although it’s been 
suggested to Dawtry 
that Feeney would 
benefit from playing 
alongside a towering 
targetman, the Millers 
boss does not agree with 
that school of thought.

GRAHAM Kemp says the reason 
he gets tetchy about the thorny 
issue of money is that no one 
believes Christchurch don’t pay 
any! 

The Priory boss, pictured, stirred 
up a hornet’s nest last week by sug¬ 
gesting the Wessex League’s paying 
clubs should be more up front 
about the cash they splash. 

Furthermore he said he could 
happily show Christchurch’s 
accounts to the world, safe in the 
knowledge that they “don’t pay a 
bean”. 

That brought a sceptical response 
from Lymington Town boss Stuart 
Hussey who said: “In my eyes he 
(Kemp) has got two of the best play¬ 
ers in the Wessex League in Ben 
Osborne and Mark Smith and to 
keep them at Christchurch on no 
wages, or even expenses, is an 
extraordinary feat!” 

And that, according to Kemp, 
sums up his problem. 

No matter how many times he 
insists that Christchurch don’t pay 
expenses, let alone wages, it’s greet¬ 
ed with disbelief by rival clubs. 

“The problem we’re up against is 
that we’ve got players of the quality 
of Mark Smith, Ben Osborne, 
Stewart Kearn and Marc 
Fairbrother and it’s too far-fetched 
for people to believe that these play¬ 
ers want to play for Christchurch 
for nothing,” he said. 

“I do understand that. Even I find 
it hard to believe that James 
Burden lives in Hythe and drives 
past six other Wessex League clubs 



to play for us and not get paid. 

“But I stand by what I say. I can 
only fight Christchurch’s corner, 
but the problem for a lot of other 
managers, if they do accept we pay 
no money, is that they’ve got to go 
to their chairman and explain why 
a non-paying club is above them in 
the league.” 

The attraction of Christchurch, 
Kemp believes, is that they’re a 
family club who treat everyone the 
same. 

“If the whole team plays for noth¬ 
ing, players are happy, but if you 


pay one they all want it,” he said. 

“It’s not that our players couldn’t 
earn money elsewhere. But if, for 
argument’s sake, Mark Smith was 
offered £50 a week to go to 
Winchester, I know he wouldn’t 
take it because that would make 
him one of their worst-paid players. 

“Start paying money - even if it’s 
only £1 a week - and someone else 
will want £2. 

“Stuart Hussey said some of our 
players could easily get £150-£200 a 
week with some of the bigger clubs, 
but I’ve spoken to Ben, Stew and 


Marc about that and they agree 
with me that anyone who pays that 
much needs their head read! 

“Because none of our players gets 
paid, they are happy with that. 
They wouldn’t leave for £30 or £40 a 
week because they see no reason to 
rock the boat. Being at 
Christchurch suits them. 

“If a player can’t make a game one 
week because of family commit¬ 
ments, there are no repercussions 
at a club like ours. We can’t stop 
their money or fine them because 
they don’t get paid.” 

Minor fines do exist at Hurn 
Bridge but, ultimately, the players 
reap the benefit. 

“We fine people for little things 
like dirty boots, being late, etc. and 
we’ve now got over £1,000 in the 
kitty, which pays towards going 
away at the end of the season,” 
Kemp explained. 

“Christchurch have other ways of 
looking after players. We’ve got 
new changing rooms being built, 
the pitch is excellent and we have a 
coach to take us to every away 
game, which is amazing for team 
spirit. 

“What I like about not paying 
players is that if you get beaten 3-0, 
you don’t have to walk round with 
wage packets afterwards begrudg¬ 
ingly handing out money. 

“But the other side of it is that I’ve 
been to meetings with potential 
new signings and as soon as you say 
‘we’re a non-paying club’ you’ve 
lost their attention in five seconds. 

“I remember getting a text from 
(former chairman) Mike Ryan 
before I took the Christchurch job 
saying: ‘Graham, you are fully 
aware that there is no playing bud¬ 
get?’ And that’s what I pass on to 
players before I meet them.” 


Bowers says: So what? 


GE Hamble’s Danny Bowers 
says it takes more than just 
money to deliver success. 

The Planemakers’ co-boss 
is tired of clubs being judged 
on how much they spend 
rather than what they do. 

“I just wish everyone would 
stop going on about money,” 
he said. 

“No disrespect to Sholing, 


but they spent thousands in 
the Wessex League and they 
couldn’t beat Poole to the title. 

“Sometimes it’s got nothing 
to do with how much you 
pay. You’ve just got to be 
lucky enough to get the right 


players in. 

“Winchester spend money, 
but so what? 

“(Owner) Paul McCarthy 
puts his money where his 
mouth is and brings in the 
best players he can. And if 


they’re not good enough, he 
replaces them. 

“Paul’s enthusiasm for that 
club is infectious. He’s bring¬ 
ing success to Winchester. 
What’s wrong with that?” 

If things go wrong at 


Hamble, Bowers wouldn’t 
dream of blaming money- or 
lack of it. He points the finger 
closer to home. 

“I don’t look at the budget, I 
look at myself,” he said. 

“Last year I was the first to 
say that we underachieved, 
but never did I say that we 
would have done better if 
we’d had more money.” 
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Only silverware will do for McCarthy 


WINCHESTER City owner 
Paul McCarthy wants to win 
everything this season - 
including the FA Vase. 

Winchester famously lifted

IT’S increasingly unlikely that Blackfield & 
Langley boss Louis Bell and his 
Moneyfields opposite number Miles 
Rutherford will be exchanging Christmas 
cards this year. 

The ill feeling of the 1-1 Gang Warily draw 
a fortnight ago rumbled on this week with 
Rutherford branding Bell “ridiculous” for 
describing the game as “X-rated” and for 
suggesting Moneyfields’ game plan was to 
kick Blackfield off the park. 

Bell, though, says it’s “laughable” for 
Rutherford to claim the game was “compet¬ 
itive but not dirty” when Blackfield wideman 
Louis Castles needed three days off work in 
the aftermath.

“Our physio Gordon McGinn worked really 
hard with Louis on the Thursday and he 
managed to play against Brockenhurst in 
the FA Vase last Saturday, but 
he wasn’t 100 per cent right. 

“He wasn’t the explosive 
Louis Castles we have 
seen this season.” 

Rutherford, though, told 
the local Portsmouth 
press: “We never send a 
team out to kick the oppo¬ 
sition. 

“After losing three consecu¬ 
tive games, we just went there (to 
Blackfield) determined not to give them any 
time on the ball. 

“Two players should have been sent off - 
one for each team - when Sean Wain 
pushed Louis Castles in the face in retalia¬ 
tion to a bad two-footed tackle just before 
half-time.

But substitute Scott 
came to Blackfield’s rescue, settling the 
issue with a composed late strike with extra 
time just seconds away. 

“For 20 minutes or so I was wondering 
how many it was going to be. We opened 
Brockenhurst up at every opportunity and, 
having scored with one cool finish from the 
edge of the box, Gavin Spurway then blast¬ 
ed an almost identical chance over,” said 
Bell. “But, to be fair to Brockenhurst, they 
had us under the cosh in the second half 
and thoroughly deserved to get back in the 
game. They came here with a good work 
ethic and really set about us. It was a good 
cup tie played at a good tempo.” 

Blackfield’s reward is another home tie 
against VCD Athletic of the Kent Premier 
Division on November 19.

MANAGER Tom Killick remains hopeful Russell Cook will 
return to Evo-Stik South & West side Poole Town after the 
striker decided to temporarily hang up his boots. 

Cook had struggled to regain his form after sustaining a 
broken ankle during Dolphins’ FA Cup fourth qualifying 
round clash against Hayes & Yeading last season. 

The former Christchurch frontman, who struck up a fruit¬ 
ful partnership with Charlie Austin at Poole, had notched 
12 goals before the injury sidelined him for a lengthy 
period. But after hitting the comeback trail for the 
Tatnam outfit, Cook found he had fallen behind Dan 
Cann, Scott Joyce and Steve Smith in the Dolphins 
pecking order. 

Killick said: “Cookie is very laid back and doesn’t 
have a huge amount of drive in him. He was flying 
before he got injured but, since then, he hasn’t hit the 
heights and has been messed about a bit so I think 
football has just become a bit of a chore. 

“He is going to take a break from it, but I do think 
it is a waste. “I would hope that, in time, he will 
come back to us because he is a really good play¬ 
er and someone I thought had a chance of pro¬ 
gressing, certainly a couple of leagues up.

FAWLEY AFC boss Paul Wiltshire 
reckons New Milton’s Glenn 
Burnett must have lived a sheltered 
footballing life to describe Justin 
Grandison’s second goal at 
Fawcett’s Field as “one of the most 
outrageous things I’d ever seen.”

PRESSURE GETS 
CRANKED UP ON 
TRIPLE CHAMPS 


ITCHEN’S domination of the 
Hampshire Sixth Form 
Colleges League is likely to 
come under threat from five 
or six directions in the peri¬ 
od leading up to the 
Christmas holidays. 

The triple champions have won all 
four matches so far, but like last sea¬ 
son, when Sparsholt chased them to 
the finish line, it’s got all the mak¬ 
ings of another closely contested 
affair, writes MIKE VIMPANY. 

Steve Perkins and James Taylor 
have had to rebuild the Itchen side 
that swept the board in everything 
last winter - and there’s plenty of 
promise in the Bitterne college to 
suggest they will do well again. 

But arch rivals Taunton’s, 
Totton and Queen Mary’s, the 
surprise packages from 
Basingstoke, pose an enor¬ 
mous threat. 

Taunton’s have begun 
the season well, winning 
four of their opening five 
matches and scoring goals 
aplenty - 25 prior to the 
half-term break. 

Sparsholt, who drew 1-1 
at Hill Lane several weeks 
ago, are the only side to 
have stopped them winning 
so far. 

Luke Roberts and Elliott Richards 
are livewire strikers, while Dan 
Miller and Ellis White form a formi¬ 
dable combination in central 
defence. 

Four wins from five matches adds 
up to a very encouraging start by 
Totton, who ended Queen Mary’s 
unbeaten start with a 2-0 win at 
Claypits Lane last week. 

But Totton’s goal return of eight 


strikes in five needs to be improved 
if Josh Armstrong’s side are to put in 
a significant championship chal¬ 
lenge. 

Taylor Edwards has caught the eye 
in midfield, laying on and scoring 
goals in the recent wins over Poole 
and QMC. 

Queen Mary’s had won all four 
matches prior to their recent visit to 
Waterside and, with better first-half 
finishing, could have beaten Totton. 

Danny Vallence, pictured below, 
has been banging in the goals for 
QMC, whose new artificial surface 
and the presence of ex-Reading and 
Saints defender Graeme Murty as 
coach, is wooing students away from 
BCOT, who were a dominant force 
some years ago. 

Brockenhurst have made a 
decent start too, but the bro¬ 
ken ankle Nathan Saxby 
suffered a fortnight ago 
will weaken the New 
Forest side as a potential 
threat. 

Nonetheless, Brock are 
still a handy side, capable 
of churning out a result 
on their day. 

Alton are also in the 
‘four out of five’ bracket in 
terms of wins, but coach 
Dean Gillat will be quick to 
concede they haven’t come up 
against any of the top sides yet. 

Farnborough remain a threat too - 
particularly on their own narrow 
pitch - while don’t write off 
Sparsholt, lurking in a totally false 
ninth spot. 

Expect the agricultural college to 
sweep up the table after the half- 
term break, even though most of last 
season’s team have gone to pastures 
new.

MOTOR SPORT SPOTLIGHT

DEREK BELL, one of the 
world’s most successful 
racing drivers, celebrates 
his 70th birthday on 
Monday, fighting fit and, 
after 40-plus years of top¬ 
flight racing, now touring 
the globe as an ambas¬ 
sador for car brands like 
Bentley and Porsche. 

Brought up on a south coast 
farm and caravan park, on the 
edge of Pagham Harbour, he 
won his first race at the now 
ripe old age of 23 in 1964 at 
nearby Goodwood in a Lotus 
Seven, writes GLYNN 
WILLIAMS. 

Today’s heroes like Lewis 
Hamilton and Sebastian Vettel 
have won their Formula One 
stardom before this age, but 
Derek, encouraged in his rac¬ 
ing by his stepfather Bernard 
Hender, known as ‘The 
Colonel’, had first had to go to 
agricultural college and it took 
five years to reach the FI grid. 

I have had the privilege to 
know genial Derek, once 
described by long-time 
Porsche teammate and friend 
Hans Stuck as “one of the 
most-liked drives of his gener¬ 
ation”, for four decades. 

But even when we first met, 
in an age when privateers 
filled the grids at all levels, he 


had graduated - backed by the 
Colonel’s Church Farm Racing 
team - with heard-earned lau¬ 
rels through Formula and then 
F3 before catching Ferrari’s 
eye and rising to the hallowed 
Prancing Horse Grand Prix 
team. 

Bell will always be known as 
the five-times Le Mans-win¬ 
ning British hero (1975, 81, 82, 
86 and 87), twice Sportscar 
World Champion 
(1985-86). 

Four Le Mans 
victories were 
with Porsche, and 
three partnering 
Jackie Ickx. 

He also won the 
24 Hours of 
Daytona three 
times. 

But in a multi¬ 
skills era he drove 
in Formula One 
for Ferrari, for 
McLaren, Surtees 
and Tecno, but 
not with the daz¬ 
zling success of his sportscar 
career, scoring just one World 
Championship point. 

That first Le Mans win in 
1975 was in a Ford-engined 
Gulf Mirage, and he’d tipped 
me the wink when he was 
doing the first test Goodwood - 
Scoop! 

“Was I going to Le Mans?” he 
asked that year. When I con¬ 


fessed I couldn’t afford it, he 
said: “I’ll call you.” 

I listened to race bulletins 
through the night. He’d done it 
- and he’ll be too busy now, I 
thought. Just half an hour 
later he called. “What hap¬ 
pened?” I asked. “Nothing,” he 
replied, “That’s why we won!” 

“How fast on the Mulsanne 
Straight?” “About 240mph” 
“Wow, you must be holding 
tight!” “No, that 
car has to be per¬ 
fect, so smooth -1 
grip the wheel 
with my knees 
and wipe my 
visor,” he told me. 

I wasn’t going to 
miss out again, I 
worked in the 
Rothmans 
Porsche team as a 
press officer for 
three further Le 
Mans including 
his last win in 
1985. 

What is amazing 
about Derek Bell is that he 
reached the age of 30, let alone 
three score years and ten, in a 
fiercely competitive and dan¬ 
gerous sport that still sadly 
claims lives. 

He lost many friends and 
teammates, like Stefan Bellof, 
with whom he shared many 
Porsche victory laurels. 

Yet one of his closest scrapes 


was in the making of the 1970 
Steve McQueen film classic Le 
Mans, when the Ferrari he was 
driving suddenly caught fire 
and McQueen helped rescue 
him with minor burns. 

But Porsche was the team 
with which he was synony¬ 
mous and the company’s 
chairman Matthias Muller 
yesterday paid tribute to him: 
“Derek Bell made motorsport 
history with Porsche. Whether 
it was in a 917, 936 or 956 - he 
was always one of the fastest 
and above all most reliable dri¬ 
vers. 

“Derek Bell won the 24 Hours 
of Le Mans four times for 
Porsche. He won the World 
Championship twice. For that 
we owe him our gratitude and 
great respect.” 

Derek Bell remains in close 
contact with the Porsche facto¬ 
ry, continuing to undertake 
ambassadorial duties for the 
Stuttgart-based sportscar 
manufacturer. 

For example at the Oldtimer 
Grand Prix at the Nurburgring 
and at this year’s Cor so to cel¬ 
ebrate the 125th anniversary 
of the car. 

Bell has also remained faith¬ 
ful to the Porsche brand off the 
race track: he can often be 
seen on the roads of 
Hampshire and Sussex driving 
his classic and very rare 1981 
Porsche 924 Carrera GTS. 
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“I love being 
the college with 
the top success 
rates in the area.
